Newton Formed 
Theory Of Light 

Dr. Keys Explains Funda- 
mental Properties 

PHYSICS LECTURE 



Many Experiments Perform- 
ed To Demonstrate 
Phenomena 



The third of the series of popular 
lectures on Physics was delivered 
last evening in the Rhyslcs Building 
by Dr. D. A. Keys on "The Light we 
See". Within the limit of one hour 
the lecturer -succeeded in covering 
the main theories o£ the phenomenon 
or light and illustrated the various 
principles by means of experiments. 
SpeciaJ stress was placed on the' w ork 
of Sir Issac N'cwton. which has form- 
ed the basis of most our modern 
conceptions of light. 

According to Dr. Keys wc only see 
those objects which emit light or 
reflect it. For instance, the sun is 
observed by us on account of the 
light that is radiated from it, while 
the moon reflects the light of the 
sun, and thus become visible. Another 
fundamental principle is that light 
travel in straight lines. The rectilin- 
ear propagation of light was illustrât- 
ed in an experiment in which a light, 
ray was passed through water in the 
darkened room. 

The Greeks had the conception that 
the light was reflected from the eye 
to the object. Newton, however, con- 
tradicted this, and advanced the cor- 
puscular theory, which demonstrates 
that light is sent out by corpuscles 
from the object to the eye. It is on 
i his principle that photography Is 
based. 

Mirrors 

Dr. Keys then showed how images 
are cast in one mirror or in several,/ 
placed in different angles to one an- 
other. Four Images were obtained by 
placing ■ sing'c object between two 
mirrors at right angles to one an- 
other. Another experiment proved that 
an image is turned through twice the 
angle than that through which the 
mirror passes. It is on this principle 
that Newton's and the modern tele- 
scope are based. 

The phenomenon of refraction was 
also explained. By placing a sheet of 
glass in a ray of light, he showed 
how the ray was bent and came out 
parallel to 1 lie original ray. Various 
other experiments further demon- 
strated this properly, which had been 
appreciated by Newton. 

By passing a ray of white, light 
through a prism, it was clearly shown 
to the audience by the spectrum pro- 
duced that light Is a compound of all 
the colors. Newton distinguished red, 
orange, green, blue, indigo, and violet 
in. the spectrum although the last 
two colors mentioned cannot easily 
be discriminated. To Illustrate the 
fuel that none of the individual colors 
can be further disintegrated, the lec- 
turer repeated the experiment with a 
ray of red light, which merely cast 
Its own color. 

By means of the thermo-coup!«:, It 
was shown how heat was evolved, 
not from the components of the spec- 
trum but from rays beyond It, the 
infra-red rays. The theories of wave- 
motion and interference were explain- 
ed a.H also the manner In which a 
wave-length may be measured. 

Howard, and Ruth Dow, Chujrman, 
gave the verdict in the second. 

The two debates were given in 
separate rooms. No audiences were 
present. 



Extensive Research Reveals 
Little Relationship Be- 
tween Them 

"No modern scientist believes that 
man is a direct descendant of the 
ape." said Dr. Chirk in Ills lecture ill 
the Red path Museum last night; 
The terms 'ape-man' and 'ape-llko' 
aie ones that have been badly mis- 
used by Ihe press and so have conic 
into popular use to mean that the ape 
Is man's ancestor. The modern usage 
of these words In the realm of sci- 
ence Is one which is mean', to .show 
that the primitive man resembled 
those animals In several ways, Such 
as in the build uf the jaw. 

Very few remains of the earliest 
nu n have been found. a> d 'hose that 
have come to light In the extensive 
researches of the past arc spread over 
such a length of time, that It Is im- 
possible to form any idea of rela- 
tionship between them. In fact they 
are now believed not to have arisen 
j from one source, but to be, each one 
the end of a branch of development 
from separate origins. This theory is 
J supported to some sl'sh; r xt .-nt. by 
j there being only one or it the most 
two relics of each to be fourni. It is 
I believed that these relics have beun 
j preserved only by the most for. -mate 
series of events. 

THE JAVA MAN. 
An interesting story is attached to 
the remains of the 'Java-man.' tho 
earliest man whose bones have been 
found. When their discoverer Dr. 
Dubois. a Dutch geologist, made 
known his find to the world, and laid 
claim to their being the remains of 
the oldest man, he was ridiculed. 
Feeling certain of ihe truth of his 
claims, he became scientifically in- 
dignant, and to the surprise of his 
fellow-men, he locked the hones, 
along with several of |iis other finds 
which have since proved of great 
importance, away in a voult. So the 
greatest finds of the era were lost to 
the world until com pari tivcly recent- 
ly. 

Since they once again came into 
circulation, German geologists haw 
proved thai they belonged to a be'ng 
who stood alone in the course of de- 
velopment or the race. Their coin- 
purl live completeness is unique. -Tha 
find consisted of lh» skull-cap mid 
thigh-bone of the one individual, and 
from them -., fairly compléta pieluici 
of what he appeared like has been 
formed. The skull-cap shows him to 
be less intelligent than the Sussex, 
the I'lltdown, man. lie was a very 
poor rcasoncr, not being endowed 
with a brain-box which would hold 
much of that portion of the brain 
adapted to the faculty of reasoning. 
In all he shows up lo be I lia Icist 
intelligent of any of the men whoso 
fossils have been found. Even I hough 
the Sussex man is the older being. 

Rut nevertheless, ho walked erect; 
The thigh bono is one wh'ch couid 
only have belonged lo an animal that 
walked in such a fashion. A fact that 
is of extreme interest to ihe stu- 
dents of Ihcsc forma. 

SOME FALLACIES 

In discussing ihe Ifeldlcborg skull, 
Dr. Clark said many of Ihe repro- 
ductions of It were far fetched, Fur 
instance, In one. of them he is shown 
carrying a pig, but Hie structura of 
his leelh show that mosl probably 
he was an herbivorous being. This 
specimen is peculiar in that it has 
combined characteristics of two ne- 
Ings, one beast, the other anlm.il. 
The structure of the jaw is one that 
would lead a person lo think I hat it 
was that of an ape, while Ihe teeth 
ore, for ihe greater purl, distinctive

"Whereas we have been ilividln-;

this week i|i Sirathcona Hall, un- 
der the auspices of the MeG'll S.C.A. 
Ho admitted that at first he was 
rather bewildered how he was to Ho 
this, but he found when collaborat- 
ing with other thinkers that it was 
in wonder." In the realm of things 
this thinking as a whole led to won- 
der and admiration.", he continued, 
"but when it was exercised In the 
realm or religion it became rever- 
ence;'' 

Assuming that his audience had 
dwelt upon the ideas or abstraction 
and concretion with which ho had 
dealt the previous evening, he o;:cii- 
od by showing the idea of concretion 
ns II was In the relation of the elec- 
tron, to the proton which formed or 
became a new entity known as Ihe 
atotti. A collection of atoms did not 
form a molecule, a group of mole- 
culog did not form a crystal, but 
there was something différant when 
they had taken on that form. S'nil- 
larly the relation existed between life 
and mind and higher on to spirit. 

Just as there Is nn urge between 
the T'l'olon nnd electron In the. atom. 
Is a relation between llf cand conr 
which Is termed electricity, so there 
sclousncss, which t s called spirit. 
Ihe conscious man and the group of 
This is found In Ihe relation between 
society In which he rinds himself. 
Tho spirit brings the idea of mind 
and man together, where as beforo 
they had been considered as two dlf- 
rerenl entitles, ftcforo 'his there, had 
been a dualism, dividing between 
mind and mallei-, self and Clod, Cod 
and universe, now thern was a think- 
ing ns a whole, which could only be 
described an Ihe field of wonder, and 
In the realm of the religious thin be 
came reverence.

Mozart's Symphony in G Minor was 
the chief number on the program, 
and was the vehicle for some of tha 
hot work of the orchestra, with tha 
possible exception of "Pastorale 
d'Ete". In >p;te o£ some uncertainty 
on the part ot the brass wind in tha 
second "andante'' movement, the per- 
formance was excellent. The strinfl 
in particular carried their part of tha 
load nobly, and in tho last movement 
— Allegro; Assai — one wished that 
there had been more of them. 

The two numbers played by Joan 
Belland were probably the most ap- 
preciated numbers on the wholo pro- 
gram. First he played Faura's 
"Elégie," a beautiful composition, 
followed by Saipi-Saens' "Allegro Ap- 
passionato." Tho latter number, 
though obviously difficult, was played 
with splendid dash, and perfect ac- 
companlment by the orchestra. This 
accompaniment, In both cases, -was 
commendably restrained and did not 
supply the soloist with any of the 
competition which so often mars a 
soloists work. 

This was followed by a modern 
number. "Pastorale d'Ete, " by Honog- 
Probably the most difficult item, 
this was played unusually well, and 
at its conclusion the orchestra wcro 
plause. It ntercstlns to see the ra- 
obliged to rise to acknowledge the ap- 
nct "a of audiences toward modern 
ompos I ons on a classical piugrara, 
and yesterday there was no doubt, 
about this yordlct. Tho light and 
stiado was botter than in any of tho 
others numbers on the program. 

Tho final number was the gay and 
Joyous Final movoniont from Tschai- 
kowsky's Fourth Symphony. H wu 
a fitting ending to a good concert, and 
the orchestra mado tho most of it.

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A GREAT MAN PASSES 

The world in general, and China in particu- 
lar has suffered a great loss in the recent death 
of Liang Chi-Chao, who with Kang Yu Wei and 
Sun Yat Sen formed the great triumvirate which 
in one generation transformed China from a 
medieval empire to a modern state. His pass- 
ing is brought near to us at McGill by the fact 
that his daughter. Miss Florence Liang is a 
junior in Arts. 

Liang Chi-Chao has been compared to Vol- 
taire and Rousseau in his relation to the Chinese 
revolution. Early in life he introduced western 
thought into China and became the greatest in- 
tellectual of the Empire. After the overthrow 
of the Manchus in 1911, Liang Chi-Chao was 
Minister several times under Dr. Sun Yat Sen, 
but they gradually drifted apart in their polit- 
ical views. In 1917 deep differences began to 
appear and finally came an open break. Liang 
Chi-Chao was the great exponent of the British 
political system and of British ideas. Although 
believing in constitutional monarchy rather than 
a republic, he continued to support Sun Yat Sen 
and persuaded the latter to break its neutrality 
and declare war on the side of the Allies. 

"But friendship is the choisest fruit of the 
tree of life," declared Liang Chi-Chao, and in 
spite of irreconcilable political differences, the 
great philospher remained to the end the dearest 
friend of both Kang Yu-Wei and Sun Yat Sen. 
The two latter were hopelessly estranged from 
each other. 

All died in Peking within three years of 
each other. Sun Yat Sen in 1925, Kang Yu-Wei 
in 1927 and Liang Chi-Chao Sunday in Peking. 

Liang Chi-Chao was the most voluminous 
writer in China. For thirty years he produced 
books on education, philosophy, history and lit- 
erature. His output was amazing. He trans- 
lated into modern Chinese thought all that Eur- 
ope had accomplished since the renaissance.. 

His death is an irreparable loss to China, 
for he was the last great student to connect the 
new China with the old to combine the know- 
ledge of the past with the pereception of the pre- 
sent. His pupils cannot even read the old Chi- 
nese caligraphy of the ancient books in his lib- 
rary of three hunderd thousand volumes. 

THE CHANCELLOR'S GIFT 

Students of McGill received yesterday, or 
will receive today, a gift from their Chancellor 
in tiie .shape of Lord Birkenhead's memorable 
Rectorial address to the students of Aberdeen 
University, this reprinted in neat booklet form, 
with each recipient's name inscribed on its cover 
in dainty silver letters.. 

A very acceptable and practical gift this is, 
l'ur which we may all thank the Chancellor. As 
we remarked editorially when, before Christ- 
mas, we printed the article in the Daily "as a 
counsel to young men in the science of getting 
on in life the article is without peer." , 

But u word of caution may not be out of 
place to those who peruse this address. The 
science of getting on in life is not all life. You 
here who are at the threshold of independent 
careers are in danger of stressing too heavily 
the practical side, the sucessful side, the am- 
bitious, .side of life. Ambition and success are 
necessary to life but you may well consider 
very deeply whether they are the whole of life. 

Surely there is another side to life. The 
creation of our art und our literature, the spirit 
of self-sacrifice which has caused men to live in 
poyerty thai they might enrich others' lives, the 
detachment of the scientist striving with hir, 
problem, the compassion and humanity of the 
humble teachers of religion — these fruits are 
ambitions and success indeed, but how far do 
they transcend the .success of the financial mag- 
nates and industrial kings the "getting on in 
life'' which Lord Birkeflhea) would have us em- 
ulate ! 

Are nut these strivings and yearning for 
betterment the other .side of this thing we cull 
life? Are the two sides not complementary, 
each essential in the quest which we are ajj fol- 
lowing, the quest of the happy, .satisfactory ex- 
istence ? 

We wonder, too— perhaps it is because we 
are still young ourselves— whether it is "folly" 
to .seek for sonic basis of justice in the crgaui- 
zatipn of .society, rather than the sole motive 
of self intereftl which is so strongly . tressed by 
Lord Birkenheaad. 

However that may be, the article is one that 
every studenl is very pleased to have in his 
possession, and every .student joins with lis in 
recording his thanks for the gift.

THE ADVENTURES OF KING HOOLA

It must be explained that King Heola T'Boela ia

Ho, yc warriors and braves of the Caribbean deep. Ho,, 
yc old men with tobacco-stained beards. Ho, yc lean priests 
with protuding lamyxcs. Ho, my fair wives and members of 
the aristocracy. Three times ho! 

I have journeyed to Canada, and tasted of the customs 
and manners of the pagan hordes there, and learned their 
amazing ways. Of their ships I need not splurge poetry— 
you have seen them cleaving the sea. Suffice to say that 
they build ships and boats for use on laud top, and they call 
them 'tin lizzy", 'street car,' 'Sccpcartrain', 'gaswaggon' and 
divers other names.

But I shall deal with another side of affairs. The co- 
ciological complexes and complications engendered in the 
white race.

At least wc reserve our tortures for 
special occasions. 

I put on a pair of dull red and blue sockf, and a pair 
of pretty garters that, the captaiii told mc, were the 
•fashionable shade' Proud of this, I later showed these 
garters to a lady while being entertained at Wcstmount, and 
she turned up her nose and made a big face at mc, as if I 
had done something impolite. (Pause for laughter.) 

You understand that I had to put ou a pair of great 
long cloth pipes, called 'trousers,' the tops of which are 
joined together and fastened to your body by means of a 
brown belt, which you have to draw together nearly tightly 
cnougli to cut you in two. 

I put on a white shirt covering the part of my body 
that the trousers didn't. This had a noose around iny neck. 
The noose was tightened by a rope that is called a 'tie,' 
worn so that you can commit suicide by merely pulling tho 
knot a little tighter. Committing suicide is a popular div- 
ersion here, known as a 'problem,' and a person that com- 
mits it gets a very nice lot of publicity. I thought I would 
try it at one time, but 1 shall put off the attempt until iny 
next visit. 

Great heavy 'boots' were clamped on to my feet aibi 
tied by laces. The natives spend a lot of time putting dirty 
black stuff on these boots, and rubbing it in. This is called 
a 'shoeslu'ne,' and must be an ancient pagan rite. 

The captain took a long sharp scythe, several samples 
of which I brought back for use on delinquents, and shaved 
all the hair of my face with it, except a little tiny tuft 
under my nose, called a "footballgamc' by the captain. 

1 stepped off the ship on to a great hard block of 
cement. I may add here that 1 had been three days in Can- 
ada before J stepped on Canadian soil— everywhere the soil 
was covered with what they called 'paving,' to prevent 
their 'tin liz/.ys' from sinking into Canadian soil. 

J went into a big building U> collect my baggage, and a 
man labelled 'customs inspector' started cursing mc when I 
asked him for my parcels.

So I cursed him back in Brooser- 
brooscssc, Then 1m cursed more than ever, and 1 look my 
dagger out of my pocket. The captain of the ship came 
along just then and hauled mc away, telling mc that i must 
expect discourtesy of thjs sort especially from customs 
officials, 

He said that discourtesy was taught in t lie schools by 
example, and that it was considered to be a form of mean- 
liucss, and that a courteous person wag generally consider- 
ed to be 'soft.' J made a note of that, so that our priests 
can experiment on courteous enemies at our next feast. 

The people in Canada, said the captain, try to cat the 
iort of foods that would make then) discourteous. They arc 
more particular than us in making llicir bread— they do nut 
knead it by tramping on it, for instance. But lliey doctor it 
ill older to make it snowy white and pretty and tasteless. 
J'iiis helps to make theni manly and discourteous, upsetting 
I hem and causing bad -temper. They go to their medicine- 
nun frequently, in order to be kept that way. 

Bui later on I met a great many of them that were 
vciy ccicmonius and smiling, so I found ihal dijcourlcsy is 
by no means universal, i found it particularly lacking in 
those who were meanly attired, and lived in dingy dwellings. 
One man in very ragged clothing came up and asked mc for 
sojnclliing, I give him I v.mty-five: cents, and he was awful- 
ly nice about it. 

'J'hi captaiii look iijc lo his house fpj supper. They 
build enormous great houses In Canada. On the ground- 
floor there is usually a collection of wares, tailed a 'flore,' 
I saw sonic fruit outside one of these stores, so I look 
some, and lo, a man with an enormous gic.it black 'fool- 
ballganic' chased nie riglii down the iiicct. But J gave hint 
twcitty-five rents and he was awfully nice about It. 

The captain opened three tins of fyod; he said they 
. ut beans, shrimps, and peaches, but they lasted pretty 
much alike lo mc. After eating, I begat, to feci very dis- 
courteous, and quite proud of myself, bill the captain gave 
mc a strange arrangement called a 'pipe,' which some of 
you have seen. lie put some leaves in it and set llicni on 
fire, and after puffing at that I fell cosy again.

Library Acquires 
Greek Manuscripts! 

Two Unusual Volumes linrich | 
University Collection 



Scientists State 
Ape Not Direct 
Ancestor Of Man 



Tlio University Llbrui'i has come 
into possession of two very valuable 
Crock manuscripts. Tho larger of ilio 
two dates back to the twelfth century 
while the other is a Icetlonnry and 
dates back to tlio tlilrteoth century. 
Tho Javgcr manuscript is bound In :i 
cover which dates back to tltc seven- 
teenth century. 

Consist ins of. four cornel' pieces the 
cover represents the evangelists bidd- 
ing their gospels, and contains a 
large central panel depicting the 
Crucifixion on tlio front, and tlio As- 
cension on the back. Thé brass o! 
the cover is inset with semi-precious 
stones. glass and coral. This manu- 
script contains two fine examples of 
illumination In one full pace picture 
representing the head or Christ, 
painted after the Byzantine style 
surrounded by the four evangelists 
writing their gospels in front of 
desk?, and separated by their appro- 
priate symbols. The whole page Is 
beautifully arranged with a gold 
background surrounded by a scroll 
border. 

The other illustration is a half 
pace illumination in colors and gold 
showing, in a fine grouping. Christ 
talking to hi> diSeiples. The feds and 
blues of the picture are in a remark- 
ably fine state of preservation. 

The lectionnry has as its only dee- 
oration ro,l capitals and one beauti- 
ful headpiece, in bright red and gold 
coming before ihe Gospel according 
to St. John. There are other minor 
decorations not so well preserved. 
The cover dales from probably the 
sixteenth century and is a fine piece 
of silver work mounted on boards. 
The silver, which is now oxidized 
with ace, is brightened with insets of 
semi-precious stones in red, green 
and blue. 

The design is somewhat similar to 
the larger specimen and consists of 
a central pane', showing the Cruci- 
fixion and the Ascension. circular 
ornaments of Biblical characters oc- 
cupy the rest of the cover and the 
spaces are filled in with floral work, 
usago but both specimens are in a 
This manuscript shows signs of hard 
fine state of preservation. 

Greek Mss. Rare 

Greek manuscripts rarely appear on 
the market, it was pointed out yes- 
terday and those of early date are 
particularly valuable. The specimens 
which McGill has just acquired were 
purchased in Constantinople in 1523 
from a priest of the Greek Orthodox 
faith and were believed to have been 
bsought from Asia Minor during the 
evacuation of the Christian popula- 
tion. Since that time they have been 
in & private collection. 

Illuminations of the period from 
which the newly-acquired Greek 
manuscripts come are eagerly sough; 
after by museums and private col- 
lectors, it was further stated, and 
high prices are frequently paid for a 
single sheet. Trior to receiving the 
new specimens the only original 
Greek manuscripts in the library 
were four fragments of the oxyrhyn- 
chus paparl dating from about the 
third century. A.D. These were dis- 
covered in Egypt some years aso and 
were given !'• McGill by the Egyptian 
Exploration Society. One o; the fray- 
mcnts is a letter from Theon, a 
farmer, to his son. Apollonius, which 
contains the following excerpt, "Since 
I did not find any men. to send yon. 
I send twenty eggs and some vege- 
tables."

"Western civilisation goes back to the 
Hellenic which was based upon the 
fact that UiiiiKR can be and should be 
understood. This was entirely differ- 
ent to the Eastern mind which did 
not worry with the thinking and re- 
flection. There is a difference with- 
ing our own thinking about tho same 
thing. A person could not way whe- 
ther an apple was an onvirnomént 
or an organism I" any degree of cer- 
tainty. 

The speaker said that some years 
previously at McGill he had beard 
Professor McBride say "I can find 
Jn Nature no evidence of a good 
God. In the life that comprehends by 
knowing Nature, belief in God is the 
greatest thing." This is true for In 
going outside the universe to find 
God It is impossible to find God. 
There is no trace of God in the ab- 
stract ■world.- 

The compromising evolutionists had 
formed a God which was a stop-gap 
God and in this idea of a unity all the 
way through they shout that their 
God had been taken away. 

Energy cannot bo explained 1 in 
anything less than its own mani- 
festation. One of its manifestations 
is the philosopher. The world in 
■which the philosopher lives is tho 
mind and so energy sIiowh itself In 
tho manifestation of the mind, and so 
-Whatever it Ih it Is not less than tlio 
pilnd. 

Therefore to realise God, spirit 
must not be diseclcd as Is done to tho 
ffUlnca. pig but thought of as a'wholc.

(Continued from pige one) 
jy human. These few facts arc practi- 
cally all that is known about this 
man. 

After these remains the next being 
of Importance about whom anything 
In known, arc those known to sc'onvo 
as the Neanderthal men. The traces 
of these are many and suffice to cit- 
able a nearly complete story of their 
life and habits to bo drawn. They 
left behind them as evidence of their 
existence sis Intelligent being's many 
stone implements which serve to 
show the manner in which they hunt- 
ed, killed and prepared their incut, 

At first the flint tools which they 
lundo were rough and seemed tu have 
been made from accidental stones, 
rather than stones which had been 
selected more for their hardness than 
for their shape. Gradually with the 
changes in climate food became scarc- 
er, and it became necessary for them 
to put more work into the manufac- 
ture or their Implements in order to 
gain the highest efficiency from them. 
The rough flints slowly became 
smoother, and soon exhMilted some 
degree <>r art in that they became mora 
symmetrical, 

START TO LIVE BY WITS 

Hut with the coming of (he last 
glacial ago. these Neanderthal men 
paid less attention to this art. The 
weapons reverted back to the old 
rougher type. This fact is now inter- 
preted to mean that they started to 
live by the use of their wit. l-'or ex- 
ample, instead of hunting their food, 
they trapped it. ttiuybc by chasing 
it into snow-drifts where they were 
able to kill i! quite readily by their 
coarse tools. Of course, (he location 
of the discovery of these rougher 
weapons, disproves any possibility ol 
their having been made by men of 
earlier ages. 

As far as the remains of these men 
themselves go, there have been sever- 
al discoveries of the bones of them In 
an excellent condition. At Gibralter, 
a practically complete skeleton his 
been uncovered. Similar finds are 
those at spy, Krapina, Le Mopst'er. 
tind La Chnppcllo aux Saintes. 
As a whole, the Neanderthal Man ex- 
hibited a stronger ressemblance to an 
ape than to modern man. He was not 
able to bring the thumb directly op- 
posite any of his ringers, as the npo 
is unable to do. It is believed that 
this is one of the reasons which lead 
to his extinction. Although he walk- 
ed erect on his hind legs, the shape 
of his spine show s that he was al- 
ways stooped forward. This concep- 
tion of his attitude is supported by 
the size of his head, its weight, and 
the manner in which It wa« support- 
ed on the top of the spinal column. 

His arms were long, reaching down 
past his knees, by about an Inch. 
His whole attitude was one that 
shows him to have an nnalert person. 
His ribs were bnrrell-sliaped and 
must have given him the appcarence 
of being short-set and chunky. 
MEANS OF COMMUNICATION 

It is thought that he was able to 
convey his thoughts to another of his 
race, but the extent of his conversa- 
tional powers are unknown. Tho 
structure or big skull show that h's 
throat was larno enough to have held 
:i tongue capable of speech, and in 
addition to that wo have the fact 
that the brain-box was developed 
sufficiently to have contained that 
portion of tho brain, which in 
modern man. Is devoted to speech. 

Amongst those remains which huvo 
been found, there are often found the 
badly broken bones of human beings 
of another race. These mysterious 
beings were of a higher typo than 
these cave-men, and from the man- 
ner in which the bones iiuvc been 
split and broken, it seems '-vident 
that they formed food for |,| m . 
it is now known that these early 
types of men indulged in Inter-tribal 
warfare, and in addition were canni- 
bals, and feed upon the bodies of 
their vanquished opponents. It is re- 
markable to note, that the only traces 
of these 'inyatcry' men are those that 
are found Intermingled with l.he re- 
lics of ihe primitive cave-dwellers.
